USDA Emergency 
Feed Spending 
Up to $142 Million 

In the first eight months of the I 
emergency feed program, the U. S.' 
Department of Agriculture provided 
$142,817,495 to help U. S. livestock pro¬ 
ducers buy feed. Assistance during 
May totaled $20,082,646, the depart¬ 
ment reported last week. 

USDA reported that 100,842 applica¬ 
tions were approved during the period 
Oct. 1, 1977, through May 81, 1978, to 
help producers buy up to 11.84 billion 
pounds of feed ( 202.6 million bushels, 
corn equivalent). 

Participants in the program may be 
reimbursed up to 50% or the cost of 
feed purchaaod during an emergency 
period, usually regarded as a situation 
where livestock are threatened by con¬ 
ditions brought on by a natural 
disaster.
